W. T. Howeth, Harrisburg can­ 
ning equipment 
dealer, has pur­ 
chased the equipment of the New 
Oxford Canning company from the 
Adams County Farm Bureau Coop- 
erative which recently bought the 
maker described by an American- 
company s property at New 
Oxford. 
investigator as the “greatest single 
power behind the Nazi war ma­ 
chine" — a behind the scenes force 
far bigger than Krupp — has been 
caught and unmasked by American 
occupation authorities.

team headed by Josif Marcun, Jr., 
New York. 
“We consider Flick 
a greater 
criminal than Krupp for he grew 
with the Nazi regime and seized 
more personal economic power than 
Krupp ever held,” Marcun said. He 
added that his team would recom­ 
mend tile indictment of Flick as a 
war criminal at the second war 
crimes trial.

At one time the Gettysburg trolley 
system used a portion of the railroad 
spur to Round Top. When the trolley 
line was first constructed it planned 
to establish a U-shaped course over 
Hic 'field, but the refusal of a land­ 
owner to allow* the tracks to be 
placed over his property forced the 
trolley to utilize a portion of the 
railroad tracks on its return trip to 
Gettysburg. After about two years 
the trolley ceased using the railroad 
and installed its own tracks for tilt 
return trip. 
In 1917 the park secured the rights 
of way from the trolley company for 
$28,000 and the rails were sent to 
France in 1918 for World War I use 
T ie tracks of the railroad were sal­ 
vaged iii 1942 for World War II use. 
The original rights of way were 
given the railroad for its line by the 
late Simon Codori, William Patter­ 
son and George Weikert.
